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Meet Bashar Al-Assad’s Man in OC 


Dr. Hazem Chehabi is a DC Irvine philanthropist, Syria’s honorary consul general 
—and the target of activists who call him an apologist for a brutal regime

School officials and student-govern¬ 
ment advisers then met with Vasquez and 
Gamble to suggest changes, but, Vasquez 
says, she felt it weakened the legislation. 
They were also advised to meet with 
Chehabi. Vasquez says she started to feel 
intimidated and stressed-out because the 
administration seemed to have taken “a 
special interest” in the legislation. 

In early March, the 19-member ASUCI 
approved the resolution with 12 votes. 

A few minutes later, however, council 
leadership said they mistakenly rounded 
up the vote, narrowly missing the needed 
two-thirds majority mark; the new tabu¬ 
lation meant the legislation didn’t pass. 

ASUCI President Vikram Nayudu 
set up a meeting with Chehabi and the 
legislative council the following week, a 
day before the ASUCI’s final vote on the 
subject. Chehabi requested it be a closed 
meeting and didn’t allow any form of 
audio or video recording, prompting 
criticism from the council members. 


T he biography of Dr. Hazem Che¬ 
habi reads as though it were some¬ 
thing out of a Horace Greeley fable. 
The chairman of the UC Irvine Founda¬ 
tion, the fund-raising arm of the univer¬ 
sity, came to this country as a 23-year-old 
medical student from his native Syria 
and quickly found fame as a doctor to the 
rich at his Newport Diagnostic Center, 
located on the outskirts of Fashion Island. 
His facility’s pioneering efforts in medi¬ 
cal imaging earned the immigrant untold 
wealth: a palatial Laguna Beach estate 
once featured in the pages of Architec¬ 
tural Digest; access to the lords of Orange 
County; and enough money to mark him 
as one of the county’s premier philanthro¬ 
pists, donating more than $1 million to 
UCI alone. Chehabi’s close ties with the 
Syrian government—NPR reported last 
year that he and Syrian president Bashar 
al-Assad grew up together—also earned 
the doctor the title of the country’s honor¬ 
ary general consul to the United States, a 
position that Chehabi has used to bring 
over Syria’s national orchestra and other¬ 
wise promote the Middle Eastern country. 

Chehabi’s trajectory wasn’t a prob¬ 
lem until about a year ago, when pro- 
democracy protesters in Syria took to the 
streets that spring, as did Arabs in other 
countries, to demand the overthrow of 
their despot. But unlike similar uprisings 
in neighboring Tunisia, Egypt and Libya, 
Assad has remained in power and brutally 
cracked down on the opposition, killing 
more than 8,000 Syrians and drawing 
worldwide condemnation. 

Despairing in the United States over 
their relatives at home, Syrian-American 
activists have decided to target Assad’s 
most prominent American connection: 
Chehabi. Last week, UCI’s student govern¬ 
ment, the Associated Students-UC Irvine 
(ASUCI), considered nonbinding legisla¬ 
tion that called for the immediate removal 
of Chehabi from the foundation. More 
than 40 students and community mem¬ 
bers gathered inside the student center’s 
Moss Cove room, where council members 
deliberated, and passionately urged them 
to pass the Chehabi condemnation. 

“We’re not asking him to step down [as 
consul general],” said fourth-year student 
Aminah Galal during the public-com¬ 
ments session. “We want the university to 
cut ties with the regime.” 

Another student told the council, 
“[Chehabi has] basically called the people 
who are protesting him extremists. This 
is the same tactic that the dictator Bashar 
al-Assad has used against his people. The 
international community has not been 
fooled by this, so I urge you to not be 
fooled by Hazem Chehabi.” 

The ASUCI vote on Chehabi was the 
culmination of a nearly yearlong effort. 
Two months after the revolution’s out¬ 
break, the Syrian Emergency Task Force 
started calling for the resignation of Che¬ 
habi, whose father was the former chief 


of staff of Syria’s army. Eventually, that 
group combined forces with the Syrian 
American Council, a national organiza¬ 
tion with the same motives. 

“[The Syrian American Council] will 
accept nothing less than a resignation [of 
Chehabi] and complete disassociation with 
the murderous regime,” says Ammar Kahf, 
a doctoral student at UCLA. In May 2011, 
Kahf wrote a letter to Chehabi, asking him 
to step down from his UCI Foundation 
post and to publicly condemn the atrocities 
committed by the Syrian government; the 
doctor refused. Kahf responded by orga¬ 
nizing protests outside Chehabi’s Newport 
Beach medical offices (which double as the 
West Coast’s Syrian consulate) and at UCI, 
making international news. In late October, 
Kahf collected more than 1,000 signatures 
on a petition calling for a meeting with the 
foundation’s Board of Trustees and UCI 
Chancellor Michael Drake to discuss Che¬ 
habi’s tenure. The university responded 
in November, with Associate Chancellor 
Ramona Agrela saying that university 
leadership and Dr. Chehabi both denounce 
the Assad regime’s use of violence against 
peaceful protesters; the university founda¬ 
tion wouldn’t further discuss the issue. 

But that wasn’t enough for the Syr¬ 
ian American Council, which passed the 
anti-Chehabi torch onto Anteaters. Kahf

asked third-year student Sara Halabi to 
mobilize students on campus. (Halabi 
requested a pseudonym out of concern 
for her family’s safety.) Halabi has had 
relatives in Damascus imprisoned since 
the uprising started; she calls them when 
she can, but their conversations are 
guarded for fear of surveillance. 

“We can’t ask too many questions 
because the phones are monitored,” says 
Halabi. “Our conversations are like as 
if nothing is happening in Syria. If they 
don’t give us any news, that’s good news.” 

When school started in September last 
year, Halabi organized teach-ins about the 
atrocities in Syria. In January, she asked 
ASUCI members Michelle Vasquez and 
Melissa Gamble to pen legislation call¬ 
ing for Chehabi’s removal; the following 
month, Vasquez and Gamble introduced to 
the rest of the student council the initiative, 
which states that Chehabi’s “continued 
tenure... directly contradicts the values 
and goals the university wishes to establish 
as a beacon for human-rights protection.” 
The students didn’t vote on it, however, 
because of issues with the wording. 


ASUCI members who attended the 
meeting say he told them his consul 
position is unpaid and that he isn’t affili¬ 
ated with al-Assad. Chehabi also took 
pains to make it clear he denounced 
any killing and violence in Syria. But 
those students also say the doctor called 
students demanding his resignation 
“Islamic fundamentalists.” 

At a meeting of the ASUCI the next day, 
council member Nicole Hisatomi said, 
“I’m appreciative of hearing Chehabi’s 
side. But I’m really disappointed because 
it was undemocratic. [The meeting] was 
really rushed and secretive.” 

“He never directly stated he was against 
the Syrian regime,” Vasquez told ASUCI 
representatives who weren’t present at the 
meeting with Chehabi. “When you vote 
for this legislation, remember what it says, 
that we don’t want to be represented by a 
man who represents the Syrian regime.” 

The vote to call for Chehabi’s dismissal 
from the UCI Foundation board passed 
overwhelmingly, with 15 students in favor 
of the resolution, four abstentions and no 
votes against it. 

That victory in the bag, students and 
community members vow they’ll con¬ 
tinue to pressure the administration until 
it actually removes Chehabi, something 
the school has made no indication it will 
do or is even considering. 

‘We could be really happy, but this is not 
even a quarter of the battle,” says Vasquez. 
“Now, our biggest issue is that these are just 
words. How are we going to keep adminis¬ 
tration accountable? Now, we have to make 
sure they follow through and take action.” 

As of press time, Chehabi hadn’t returned 
the Weekly’s requests for comment.

Harvest Orange County and Greg Laurie’s plan 

for world domination 


D amn, where did all you people 

come from? The OCeeker arrived 
about 15 minutes after the ser¬ 
vice started at Harvest Orange County 
and practically had to park at Harvest 
Riverside. Thankfully, little signs 
directed his cigar-smoking ass to the 
packed parking lots.

He’s also way bald now, 
which, with the bluish-purple lighting 
behind him, reminded the OCeeker of the 
Dr. Phil Show. Damn, he’s starting to look 
like Papa Chuck! 

He preached out of one of the Books of 
Philippians, then began the sermon with 
an illustration about working out physi¬ 
cally to keep in shape, filling the intro¬ 
duction with jokes.

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NOWTHAT HER 
SON, MATTHEW, IS 
LEGALLY AN ADULT, 
JENNIFER HOFF 
CANT GET HIM THE 
TREATMENT SHE 
BELIEVES HE NEEDS 
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New troubles await parents when 
their mentally ill child becomes a 
mentally ill adult

J ennifer Hoff looks up in sudden panic, tilts her cell phone 
toward her chin and says, “I wanna know if he has any 
shoes on.” She returns to the sergeant on the other end of 
the line. “Can I ask you to just radio the officer in the street?” 
she pleads, her voice desperate. “Can I just ask him if Matthew 
is wearing any shoes?” 


At 8:25 p.m. on Tuesday, Feb. 21, the 
Santa Ana Police Department called Jen¬ 
nifer to inform her officers had located 
her son, Matthew, after he went missing 
for 15 days. They found him wander¬ 
ing the street with methamphetamine 
and took the 18-year-old to the county 
jail. According to police reports, officers 
would discover that earlier that night, he 
had stolen $130 from a Subway sandwich 
shop after picking up a rock, wrapping a 
sweat shirt over it so that it looked like a 
weapon, and threatening an employee. 

Sitting at a long, wooden dining table 
in her sprawling Ladera Ranch home, 
Jennifer nervously doodles on a piece 
of paper scribbled with the names of 
people with whom she’s supposed to 
speak. The 38-year-old mother of three 
has pixie-brown hair and sunken doe eyes 
that squint as she speaks. As the sergeant 
updates her on the situation, she tries to 
insist the county’s Centralized Assess¬ 
ment Team (CAT) evaluate her son for 
a 5150, California’s code for an involun¬ 
tary, 72-hour, psychiatric hold, granted 
to those who are a danger to themselves 
or to others or are “gravely disabled.” 

Her husband, Gary, wearing shorts and 
an untucked white undershirt, shuffles 
around the room in silence. 

“What exactly are you trying to explain 
to me?” she asks the sergeant on the 
phone, shaking her head. “You’re going to 
explain to me the circumstances of why 
the CAT team is not going to be called 
out tonight?” 

She listens, then interrupts: “He’s a 
chronic, mentally ill young man who has 
been missing for two weeks. He has no 
residence. He has no identification on 
him. He has no income. He has no way to 
provide for his own medical care. He’s liv¬ 
ing on the streets.” 

There’s a pause, and then a pound 
on the table. “Quit yelling at me!” she 
screams. A dog barks. 

“I want you to answer one question,” 


she says. “If he is homeless and without 
the ability to provide food, clothing or 
shelter, is that not being gravely disabled?” 

When he tells her it is not, she slumps 
back, defeated. “Okay, that’s all I need,” 
she answers. 

Jennifer hangs up the phone and blinks 
her eyes in disbelief. “Too bad it’s meth 
and not something that can get us more 
time,” she says. “We always try to get 
more time.” 

Matthew, who has a lean physique 
and a sneaky, boyish grin, is diagnosed 
with bipolar disorder, PTSD and other 
psychiatric illnesses. On this night, it’s 
two weeks before his 19th birthday. For 
the past 11 months, since turning 18, he 
has drifted through a circuit of hospitals, 
homeless shelters and jails. Just before 
he went missing, police arrested the teen¬ 
ager for check fraud, then released him 
from jail in the middle of the night with¬ 
out notifying his parents. When Matthew 
hadn’t called home in a few days, the 
Hoffs plastered his photo on Facebook 
and shelter walls. 

“Where are we at?” Gary asks with a 
look of exhaustion and numbness. “It’s just 
gonna be the same exact thing once again.” 

The Hoffs find themselves in a dark 
chase with no end in sight. They believe 
that Matthew, who is off his medication, 
belongs in intensive treatment for his 
own safety and that of the community. 

But Matthew doesn’t want treatment. 

And because he is 18, he cannot be forced 
into it by the county until he is consid¬ 
ered an imminent threat or his condition 
gets worse—by which point it might be 
too late. 

It’s a Catch-22 that strikes many fam¬ 
ily members of patients—mostly young 
males—who are severely mentally ill 
and refuse to seek care. They’ve learned 
that as difficult it is to provide safety 
for a mentally ill child, it is exceedingly 
more difficult when that child becomes

a mentally ill adult. Laws that previously 
gave parents control over their child’s 
treatment disappear and are replaced by 
new laws that protect the individual’s 
freedom and privacy Barred from their 
child’s medical decisions, parents find 
themselves in an abyss of helplessness 
and guilt. 

“We can’t just scoop him up—that 
would be kidnapping,” Jennifer explains. 

The Hoffs, along with a group of other 
parents, community advocates and psy¬ 
chiatrists, believe that in the name of indi¬ 
vidual rights, the pendulum has swung too 
far against individual needs. In an effort 
to help bridge the divide, many are urging 
Orange County officials to adopt Laura’s 
Law, which authorizes a court—with rec¬ 
ommendations from doctors and family 
members—to order outpatient treatment 
for those with severe mental illnesses 
such as schizophrenia, bipolar disorder 
and major depression. Individual counties 
must decide whether to implement the 
state law, and so far, only Nevada County 
has it fully in place. The law will expire at 
the end of the year unless state legislators 
choose to extend it. 

Until there is change in the system, 
Jennifer believes time is simply ticking— 
to what end, she doesn’t know. “We’re the 
ones screaming danger, danger, danger,” 
she says. “My responsibility to keep him 
safe hasn’t changed—I’m his mother, 
and he’s disabled. But the controls I have 
to ensure his safety have ended. So I’m 
doing everything I possibly can to knock 


on every single door and ask the same 
questions: ‘Why can’t I keep my son safe? 
Why can’t I keep the community safe 
from my son?”’ 

In the 1950s and ’60s, mental asylums 
were ready to crack. Plagued by over¬ 
crowding, filthy conditions and abuses 
within the system (as memorably 
depicted in the Oscar-winning One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo's Nest), activists con¬ 
demned institutions and argued patients 
should be integrated into society rather 
than isolated. One California organiza¬ 
tion, the Keep America Committee, put 
out a pamphlet that described mental- 
health treatment as a Communist plan “to 
transform a free and intelligent people 
into a cringing horde of zombies.” 

The Lanterman-Petris-Short (LPS) Act, 
therefore, was considered a victory for 
human rights. Signed by then-Governor 
Ronald Reagan in 1967, the California law 
put massive barriers on those who wanted 
to treat people without their consent. New 
medications restored reality in mentally 
ill patients without throwing them into a 
stupor, and the law gave them the right to 
take or refuse them as they desired. 

But for the most severe patients, free¬ 
dom ended up looking like abandonment. 
Today, three times as many mentally 
ill people stay in jails as in hospitals. 
According to the National Treatment 
Advocacy Center, people with untreated 
psychiatric illnesses make up one-third 
of the homeless population. Carla Jacobs, 


coordinator of the California Treatment 
Advocacy Coalition, says that while the 
LPS Act had “excellent intentions,” it 
“became a bastion of neglect for the most 
severely ill.” 

“What had been overlooked was the 
fact that some people with severe mental 
illness don’t have the ability to recognize 
they’re ill,” she says. 

The medical term for this is anosogno- 
sia, also called “lack of insight,” a symp¬ 
tom of brain diseases such as schizophre¬ 
nia or bipolar disorder; stroke patients 
sometimes experience a similar impair¬ 
ment. “When the brain is sick, you can 
lose your mind and not know it,” explains 
psychiatrist William Callahan. “We can 
actually measure a loss of cell volume in 
the hippocampus, the center for short¬ 
term memory. We all learn to trust what 
the brain tells us. If the brain says you’re 
fine, you won’t [seek] treatment.” 

With bipolar disorder or schizophre¬ 
nia, most patients first experience clear 
symptoms in their late teens or early 
20s, the Aliso Viejo-based doctor says. 

As patients near the age of 18, he says, 
there is a “feeling of urgency” to get them 
proper treatment to “save their brains.” 
With the right care, people can and do 
improve, but serious mental illnesses are 
cyclical in nature, and when a disease 
calms down, some patients get tired of 
the side effects and stop taking their 
medication. That’s when outside pressure 
is needed. 

“With Alzheimer’s patients, families 


have to step in and say, ‘No, you’re not 
safe’ before they leave the stove on and 
burn down the house,” Callahan says. 
“With children, parents need to drag 
them to the doctor’s office to get their 
shots. Yes, it’s coercive and against their 
will, but that’s what we have to do.” 

While working as the facility manager 
at Orange County Children’s Foundation, 
a county-funded home in Placentia for 
foster and troubled boys ages 10 to 17, Car¬ 
men Hugh often dreaded the day when 
residents would “age out” at 18. The six- 
bed house was a capsule of security for 
the young men, many of whom were diag¬ 
nosed with ADHD, bipolar disorder and 
schizophrenia. They adjusted to routines 
of themed dinner nights, chores, super¬ 
vised outings, mandatory psychiatry ses¬ 
sions and 9:30 p.m. bedtimes, she says. For 
patients on medication, employees would 
hand them their pills and a cup of water. 

While not being able to offer specif¬ 
ics due to disclosure laws, “I can recall a 
couple of young men whom we just knew 
at age 11 or 12 that they needed serious 
help,” Hugh says. “It was like, ‘What’s 
gonna happen when they get older?”’ 

She has followed the lives of residents 
years after they moved out. Many went on 
to find jobs or attend college. But others 
did not. One such patient was killed after 
becoming involved with gangs, she says, 
and another is serving a 20-to-life sen¬ 
tence for being connected with a murder. 

“As much as you try to prepare them,

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sometimes they’re just not ready [to 
face the real world],” Hugh says. “They 
go from T can’t wait until I’m 18 and 
can get out of here’ to ‘Please don’t 
make me leave.’ They’re overwhelmed, 
scared, on medication. We’ve seen it 
time and time again.” 

For some family members, after the 
clock strikes down on a patient’s 18th 
birthday, it becomes a race against time. 
Philip Camacho, who lives in Santa Ana, 
says when he heard the story of Kelly 
Thomas, a homeless man with schizo¬ 
phrenia who died of injuries inflicted by 
six Fullerton police officers (one of whom 
was subsequently charged with murder, 
another with manslaughter), he thought, 
“That could be my son.” 

His 30-year-old son, Philip, has spent 
a decade suffering from schizophrenia 
and spends most of his days roam¬ 
ing the streets of Anaheim and Garden 
Grove. Whenever the elder Camacho 
gets a phone call saying his son has been 
arrested, he’s relieved. “When he’s in jail, 

I feel more comfortable because at least I 
know where he’s at,” he says. 

Camacho says his son sometimes 
stays with his mother and stepfather in 
Anaheim, but as soon as Phillip starts 
getting paranoid and feeling confined, 
he’ll take off, and no one can stop him. 
The family tried giving him a cell phone, 
but as soon as he felt they were trying to 
control his life, Phillip threw it on the 
ground and smashed it. Camacho says his 
ex-wife went so far as to file a restraining 
order against her son so that he would be 
taken into custody if he violated it. Kelly 
Thomas’ mother, Cathy, tried the same 
approach in seeking help. 

“What hurts inside is that you know 
it’s not going to end good,” Camacho says. 
“When his final chapter is written, there’s 
going to be a lot of heartache. He’s gonna 
do something to somebody, or someone’s 
gonna do something to him. It’s agonizing.” 

He adds, “I just hope I never get that 
call—but I know I will. I dread that day. I 
dread that day.” 

Under the LPS Act, any qualified Cali¬ 
fornia officer or clinician may issue a 
5150 to patients whom they believe are 
a danger to others or themselves or 
gravely disabled. There are extensions 
available—a 5250 can a hold a patient for 
14 days, and the 5270 for 30 days—but 
a court-appointed commissioner must 
uphold them. At a time when the state 
has eliminated a large number of hospital 
beds because of budget cuts, the process 
is rarely initiated. 

What many parents or guardians wish 
for is the holy grail of control: an LPS 
conservatorship, which would allow them 
to legally make medical decisions for 
their adult child for up to one year. 

Nomi Lonky of Yorba Linda was able 
to get a conservatorship in 2001 for her 
son, Jeffrey Hoblin, after being trapped 
in what she and other family members 
of mentally ill patients refer to as the 
“revolving door,” the common maze of 
group homes, hospitals, jails and inde¬ 
pendent living. 

While he was in college, Hoblin started 
hearing “very evil” voices, ones that “told 
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him to kill himself,” Lonky recalls. At 20, 
he was diagnosed with schizoaffective 
bipolar disorder (a sort of cross between 
schizophrenia and bipolar disorder), and 
in the few years that followed, he tried 
to end his life flve times. Usually high on 
meth, he would lie on the train tracks in 
Anaheim, where authorities would And 
him, and then take him to the hospital, 
where he would stay for 72 hours under 
a 5150. When his time was up, a doctor 
would ask him, “Jeffrey, do you plan to 
hurt yourself?” and he’d say, “No, I’m not 
going to hurt myself,” only to return to 
the tracks weeks or months later. 

Lonky says her son has always been 
“brilliantly smart”—he maintained good 
grades and was the lead drummer in a 
band—which worked against him in get¬ 
ting treatment. Mental illness is not an 
intellectual disability, and most patients 
can present themselves in a rational man¬ 
ner. And authorities won’t hospitalize 
people unless they’re gravely disabled, 
which is deflned as the present inability 
to provide for one’s basic, personal need 
for food, clothing or shelter. 

“[Authorities] don’t treat other ill¬ 
nesses this way,” Lonky says. “They don’t 
wait until you’re on your deathbed. If you 
told a woman with Stage 4 breast cancer 
that she had to get sicker before she could 
get treatment, people’s heads would roll.” 

While Hoblin was under a 72-hour 
hold after the fifth time he tried to com¬ 
mit suicide, Lonky and her husband, both 
health-care professionals, wrote a letter 
to the doctor. “It has become painfully 
clear to us that short-term, acute-care 
intervention is not working!” it read. She 
added that the mental-health-care system 
has simply been “placing a Band-Aid on 
a person who is hemorrhaging” and that 
without an extended hospitalization, “one 
of these days, Jeff will be successful in his 
suicide attempt.” 

The letter was enough to get Hoblin 
on a 14-day hold, and from there, Lonky 
was granted a temporary 30-day conser¬ 
vatorship (or T-con), and then a full-year 
conservatorship, with Hoblin’s consent 
(which is required if a patient is not 
deemed gravely disabled). She immedi¬ 
ately got him into treatment at Royale 
Health Care Center, a locked psychiatric 
facility in Santa Ana, where he stayed 
for three months. The program kept him 
away from drugs and got him adjusted to 
a medication plan. “By the time he came 
out, he was thinking rationally enough 
to say, ‘I do need to stay in treatment,”’ 
Lonky says. Nine months into his conser¬ 
vatorship, Hoblin got a job at a Wal-Mart. 

The now-34-year-old Hoblin lives on 
his own in Orange. He still hears voices, 
but he knows they’re not real, Lonky says. 
While her son still struggles, she believes 
that getting the conservatorship helped to 
bring him to a point of stability. 

Lonky joined the Orange County chap¬ 
ter of National Alliance on Mental Illness 
(NAMI), which offers support for fami¬ 
lies. She teaches parents and other care¬ 
givers of children and teens with mental 
illnesses how to navigate the medical, 
school and legal system. “We warn par¬ 
ents of 16- and 17-year-olds, ‘You think it’s 
hard now to get your kid’s cooperation? 
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DO YOU HAVE BIPOLAR 1 DISORDER? 


Wait until you don’t even have the right 
to do it. You have to use the little bit of 
power you have now to gain their trust.’” 

Passed by the California Legislature in 
2002, Laura’s Law would act as a cush¬ 
ion for those who cannot be helped by 
traditional county services. Named after 
Laura Wilcox, a 19-year-old in Nevada 
County who was shot and killed by a 
schizophrenic man who had refused 
treatment, the law provides outpatient 
treatment—against one’s will, if neces¬ 
sary—to those who meet strict legal crite¬ 
ria, such as repeated hospitalizations and 
arrests. New York has a similar law called 
Kendra’s Law. 

The services called for by Laura’s Law 
may be paid with funds from Proposi¬ 
tion 63, a.k.a. the Mental Health Services 
Act. It’s up to each county’s Board of 
Supervisors to opt into the law, and so 
far, only Nevada County has done so. Los 
Angeles County has a small pilot pro¬ 
gram. According to Carla Jacobs, who 
helped draft the legislation, it has been 
shown to save lives and money. Last year, 
the Los Angeles County Department of 
Mental Health filed a progress report that 
showed a 78 percent reduction in incar¬ 
ceration and a 77 percent reduction in 
hospitalization among participants. 

Right now in Orange County, Jacobs 
says, the behavioral-health department 
“acts as the gatekeeper to all aspects of 
treatment,” and Laura’s Law would give 
families more options. 

Her husband, Brian Jacobs, chairman 
of government affairs for NAMI Orange 
County, describes the current situation as 
“It’s like you’re out on the street, and your 
house is burning down, and there’s a fire 
hydrant and fire hose in front of you that 
the system is saying you can’t use.” 

But some question whether Laura’s 
Law is the right solution for Orange 
County residents. The law cannot force 
a person to take medication, which some 
officials say is what severely mentally ill 
patients need most, and a report by the 
county Health Care Agency estimates that 
implementation of the law would cost 
$5.7 million to $6.1 million per year. (Sup¬ 
porters of the law claim those numbers 
are grossly inflated and don’t account for 
the savings.) 

Orange County Supervisor John Moor- 
lach has been studying Laura’s Law for 
months. “It probably is a great concept, 
but when it comes to implementation, 
it gets a little dicier with funding and 
spending,” he says, adding he’s “very 
aware and intimate with the program in 
Nevada County,” but “their population is 
99,000, and ours is 3.1 million.” 

He continues, “We’re trying to get some 
resolution based on all the constraints.” 

If Laura’s Law were in place today, 
Matthew Hoff would qualify. Jennifer 
knew very early on that her son would 
need treatment throughout his life, and 
by age 8, she saw a glimpse of “how bad 
things could get.” 

She had to take him out of two pre¬ 
schools for being disruptive. He could 
make friends easily, she says, but he could 
never keep them. 

In elementary school, Matthew started 


having hallucinations and refused to 
sleep; he would eventually pass out on the 
floor. Sometimes, he would sit there and 
pick at his arms until they bled. “He had a 
brain that was frightening to him,” Jenni¬ 
fer says. “He was so scared to be alone.” 

As he grew older, her son’s behav¬ 
ior became “reckless,” Jennifer says. 

He’d get into verbal fights and hitch 
rides with strangers. At 12, Matthew 
was enrolled in Orange County Mental 
Health services and “exhausted every 
educational environment California had 
to offer,” Jennifer says. When he reached 
junior high and high school, Jennifer 
and Gary decided to send him to locked 
psychiatric facilities in Texas and Mon¬ 
tana for his protection. 

In the months before he turned 18, 
Matthew was excited. “He wanted to 
go to community college, wanted a girl¬ 
friend, wanted a driver’s license,” Jenni¬ 
fer says. “He was as ready as he was ever 
going to be to face the world.” 

But, Gary adds, he was also overcome 
by “enormous anxiety.” 

“He was counting down the minutes 
until he turned 18, but he was scared to 
death of what would happen when he got 
there,” he says. “Because what was there 
for him?” 

When he finally became an adult, 
Matthew spent two months in a county- 
funded home in Anaheim for “transi¬ 
tional-aged youth”—or what Jennifer 
refers to as “the frat house.” “The very 
first day, there were drugs and alcohol,” 
she says. “There’s no curfew, no residen¬ 
tial manager, nothing. They made the dis¬ 
tinction of taking a kid who couldn’t hold 
it together and had to be on the highest 
level of restriction, and then transitioning 
him into all the freedom of a young col¬ 
lege person. He had never demonstrated 
the ability to handle that.” 

Within months, Matthew opened a 
neighbor’s car door and stole an elec¬ 
tronic device. 

“There’s a huge chasm in the law,” she 
adds. “You’re a child, you’re kept safe. 
Then it’s like the Grand Canyon, and if 
you can’t make that big a leap, if you’re 
not the kind of person who can navigate 
the system of care on your own, there are 
no services for you. Some people need to 
be told to take care of themselves. I don’t 
see why that’s so hard to believe. They 
make us wear a helmet. There’s all sorts 
of stuff we’re mandated to do.” 

For now, Jennifer waits, predicting 
his fate. “No, Matthew is not mumbling 
to himself in the gutter—yet. Five years? 
How long will it take?” 

For now, Matthew waits, too, behind 
prison walls. “We’re not gonna bail him 
out because if we do, he’s gone,” Jennifer 
says. “So we let him sit in the jail and rot 
with no medication because there’s no 
in-between services.” 

Gary says their plan is to visit him as 
much as possible and to try to convince 
him he needs help. 

The Hoffs say they’ll be able to sleep a 
little better for now, knowing their son is 
no longer on the streets. 

“He’s safe this time,” Gary says. “He’s 
safe tonight.”

Breakfast Burg 


LOOK AT 
THAT CLAW! 


Dealing with epic lines for wonderful meals at the Starling Diner

Y OU might better know the mile-long stretch of 
Anaheim Street between Atlantic and Junipero 
in Long Beach as Cambodia Town, the center 
of all delicious things Khmer. But for breakfast, I’d 
argue there’s no place quite like Belmont Heights. If 
city leaders ever want to officially designate the area as 
“Breakfast Burg,” I’d vote for it. Belmont Heights has 
the densest concentration of breakfast joints in a city 
not lacking in such joints. At my count, its largely resi¬ 
dential streets happen to boast five of Long Beach’s bet¬ 
ter morning eateries (Egg Heaven, the Pot Holder Cafe, 
Eggs Etc., the Coffee Cup Cafe and the Starling Diner), 
all within a few blocks of one another. 

Standing in the center of it all, the Starling Diner is Bel¬ 
mont Heights’ first-meal fulcrum. I feature it now above 
the others because of one item: the French toast. The 
wait can be as long as the brunch line in the season finale 


of Portlandia if you come after a certain hour on Sundays. 
Everyone who arrives seems to have awakened after hav¬ 
ing dreamed of the dish. Seriously, you should see this 
thing: Our humble rag anointed it the Best French Toast 
a few years ago, but it was a category we created specifi¬ 
cally for it—there were no other candidates. 

To see it for the first time will permanently alter your 
definition of French toast. First, it’s broiled, not fried. 

And it starts not from a square loaf of bread, but rather a 
length of baguette, which is soaked whole in a bona-fide 
creme Anglaise. Then its topside is slit open to receive an 
injection of mascarpone. That finishing touch technically 
distances the dish from breakfast and nudges it ever closer 
to dessert, but who’s complaining? Two toasts come to an 
order, one buttery log leaning on the other under squiggles 
of sauce and a smattering of fresh berries, caramelized 
apples or cherries cooked in their own reduction. 


In the eating. Starling’s French toast is faintly crispy on 
the edges and so softly malleable wherever the custard has 
permeated that you can scoop it up with a spoon. You eat it 
with a bit of whipped cream, maybe a few pieces of fruit to 
undercut the richness, but you look forward to the eventu¬ 
ality of that cheesy center—the part you save for last. 

I’ve had the dish twice on two separate visits, violat¬ 
ing a self-imposed rule of not ordering something I’ve 
already tried on a previous trip. I did it not to confirm its 
greatness, but because, as with the juicy pork dumplings 
at the legendary Din Tai Fung chain. Starling Diner’s 
French toast is the dish that defines the restaurant. You 
can’t leave without having it. 

There are, of course, other reasons to come. Breakfast 
is served throughout the day, but all meals here taste 
just as good at 8 in the morning as they do at 3 in the 
afternoon. This is especially true of Starling’s signa¬ 
ture dishes, which include an estimable crab cake that 
employs more crab meat than some seafood restaurants 
do in theirs. It’s served riding a wave of scrambled eggs 
cooked perfectly to a uniform yellow, every inch moist 
and without a speck of brown. 

The potatoes are treated with the same respect paid 
to the eggs, roasted until their skin is taut and crisp, their 
insides a billowing fluff that scalds—the closest thing 
to bite-sized, miniature baked potatoes. They’re able 
to migrate into lunch or dinner and pair best with the 
roast-beef hash, a hockey-puck patty that looks as though 
it were a burger, eats as though it were corned beef, but 
tastes nothing like either. It’s a kinder, gentler way to con¬ 
sume cattle meat in the morning—smooth and soothing, 
going down as easy as oatmeal, if your oatmeal just hap¬ 
pened to be made of shaved steak and chipped potatoes. 
Paradoxically, a chicken-apple sausage feels more carniv¬ 
orous since it sweats fatty juice, is singed to mottled char 
by the griddle, and is cut at such a steep angle each piece 
is as long and curled as Gene Simmons’ tongue. 

Around you, a giant green chalkboard is scribbled with 
cartoons, and there are teacups and painted chairs nailed 
to the wall. Drinks of choice are either the free-pour- 
yourself coffee or the mimosas on special, but the Bloody 
Marys are stiff and spicy, garnished with microgreens and 
a snow-crab claw gripping a lemon wedge. Slightly less 
coveted than the French toast are the scones. They’re as 
crumbly as a politician’s credibility, but honest in their 
vanilla sweetness and true in their purpose as delivery 
devices for a house-made lemon curd and orange-honey 
butter. Sip some coffee and savor it as the citizens of 
Breakfast Burg do—slowly and while reading a newspaper.

T his week marks the 50th anniversary of Taco 
Bell, the Irvine-based giant that fundamen¬ 
tally changed how Americans consume Mexican 
food. But 2012 also marks the 75th anniversary 
of Mitia Cafe, a diner off Historic Route 66 in San 
Bernardino that's the oldest Mexican restaurant 


in the Inland Empire and one of the oldest Mexi¬ 
can restaurants in Southern California, period. It 
serves Cal-Mex at its best, the type of place that 
doesn't serve aguas frescas, whose platters are 
buried in cheese, then drowned in meat gravy, 
where everyone is Chicane and speaks English 
and the television is tuned to basketball and soc¬ 
cer while Vicente Fernandez roars on the juke¬ 
box, followed by NewWave classics. It's a long 
drive for Orange Countians, even with no traf¬ 
fic—an hour, if you're lucky. Yet everyone should 
make at least one pilgrimage to Mitia in his or her 
life, for it's where Taco Bell founder Glenn Bell 
discovered the taco he'd subsequently rip off and 
turn into a multibillion-dollar empire. 

The story—never revealed before my 
forthcoming book. Taco USA: How Mexican 
Food Conquered America (out April 10!)—is 


as follows: Bell wanted to sell tacos but didn't 
know how to make them. He opened Bell's 
Hamburgers and Hot Dogs in San Bernardino's 
West Side barrio in 1950, across the street from 
Mitia Cafe, which even then was famous for its 
hard-shell tacos. The wily gabacho\NOu\6 eat 
the tacos and go back to his kitchen to try to 
decipher the crispy mystery; when that didn't 
work, he asked the owners to teach him how to 
make them. Bell sold his first taco in December 
1951, and an empire was on its way, with the 
first Taco Bell opening in Downey in 1962. 

This narrative appeared in Bell's self-published 
biography. Taco Titan: The Glen Bell Story, but 
conveniently forgotten was Mitla's name. It was 
only through meticulous research that I was able 
to find the cafe, still as popular as ever and still 
selling those tacos. Those tacos! Each is fried to 


order; filled with shredded beef or a ground beef- 
and-mashed potato combo; then topped with 
lettuce, tomatoes and a blizzard of yellow cheese. 
Bell felt these tacos were "delicious but dripped 
melted fat," but what did he know about Mexican 
food other than it was an opportunity to make mil¬ 
lions? Mitla's tacos redeem the hard-shell genre 
of the foodstuff: ethereal, shiny shell redolent of 
fresh masa enlivened by the sharp Cheddar, the 
refreshing lettuce, the creamy ground beef—liv¬ 
ing, breathing, delicious history. 

The owners of Mitia don't begrudge Bell for 
appropriating their tacos—after all, the cafe is 
still going strong after 75 years. But it's nice to 
at least make the history books—so pay your 
respects to the ur-taco, and go heavy on the 
spicy, relishy salsa.

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North America’s Next Top Killer 

The Hunger Games rages against our stupid culture and becomes part of the problem

I f no one watches, then they don’t 
I have a game,” a teenager says in 
I this faithful if cautious adapta¬ 
tion of the first volume of Suzanne Col¬ 
lins’ astronomically successful dystopic 
YA trilogy. A withering indictment of 
omnipresent screens, endless spectacle 
and debased celebrity culture. The Hun¬ 
ger Games was inspired, the author has 
said, by flipping the channels from a 
reality-TV show to footage of the Iraq 
War. Most of Collins’ critique, then, is 
compromised by the very existence of 
this big-screen transfer, itself the most 
anticipated spectacle of the spring. (The 
novelist, who both co-wrote the script 
with director Gary Ross and Billy Ray and 
executive produced, is apparently fine 
with the contradiction.) 

Set in an unspecified, postapocalyptic 
future. The Hunger Games takes place in 
Panem, a nation constructed out of the 
ruins of North America and consisting of 
12 mostly impoverished districts and the 
prosperous Capitol. (For those unfamil¬ 
iar with the book, this backstory is told 
quickly through opening intertitles.) As 
punishment for an earlier uprising—and 
as a reminder of its complete control over 
its citizens—the Capitol demands that 
one boy and one girl between the ages of 
12 and 18 from each district be selected 
via annual lottery to participate in the 
Hunger Games. Now in its 74th edition, 
this televised pageant of nonstop gore 
(and mandatory viewing) documents the 
24 randomly drawn teenagers killing one 
another until only one remains. 

This year’s female “tribute” from District 
12—one of Panem’s most destitute regions, 
a coal-mining center located in the former 
Appalachia—is Katniss Everdeen (Jennifer 
Lawrence), a flinty 16-year-old who volun¬ 
teers for the slaughter so that her beloved 
fragile younger sister, whose name has just 
been called, will be spared. Two years ago, 
Lawrence played a similar character in the 
present-day, Ozarks-set Winter's Bone: the 
unyielding survivalist roasting squirrels 
over a spit, forced at too young an age to 
become a caretaker and fighting off many 
who would like to see her dead. The earlier 
association enhances Lawrence’s role here; 
the actress, more solidly built than her 
wispy contemporaries, has a particular gift 
for exuding iron determination and dead¬ 
eyed exhaustion—like a junior version of 
one of Dorothea Lange’s Migrant Mothers. 

Other cultural referents don’t work as 
well. When Katniss and her male counter¬ 
part, Peeta (Josh Hutcherson), travel from 
their hardscrabble region to the gleaming, 
Oz-like Capitol, the city’s opulence and 
depravity are conveyed via male citizens 
who look like members of the Lollipop 
Guild as styled by SNL’s Stefon. Decadence 
is coded as unmistakably gay among the 
men in Capitol crowd scenes and the

primpers who prepare Katniss for her pre- 
Hunger Games, Amen'canJdo/-style inter¬ 
views; these nellie Day-Glo steampunkers 
suggest that we can blame Project Run¬ 
way for the end of civilization. (Katniss’ 
chief stylist, Cinna, played by an excel¬ 
lent Lenny Kravitz, is more ambiguously 
metrosexual.) Other significant set pieces 
from Collins’ novel look laughably pitiful 
when realized onscreen: The Cornucopia, 
the horn-shaped warehouse to which the 
tributes race at the beginning of the Games 
to pick up supplies, eliminating many com¬ 
petitors in the process, resembles a Frank 
Gehry-designed, titanium turd. 


For the film’s most difficult visual chal¬ 
lenge-depicting the unrelenting violence 
of the source so that it is neither cynically 
glamorized nor too brutal to preclude 
pubescents from buying tickets—Ross, 
who previously directed Pleasantville and 
Seabiscuit, and cinematographer Tom 
Stern smartly deploy rapid cuts and quick 
shots of the aftermath of the kid-on-kid 
savagery. A palm-size pool of blood, a 
vacant stare, a body going limp all effec¬ 
tively communicate the horrors of what 
just happened with sufficient impact. Like 
the pacing of the novel, the film, even 
at almost two and a half hours, moves 


briskly, continuously drawing us in. 

And yet, at the risk of indulging in 
tired, pointless debates about page versus 
screen, it is impossible for this movie 
to ever hope to match the fury of the 
book. Collins is no great prose stylist, but 
through her very premise, she astrin¬ 
gently articulates her anger at a culture— 
ours—indifferent to inequity and war and 
besotted with its own stupidity. (Horrify¬ 
ingly, you have the sense while reading 
that these televised Survivor-style kiddie 
kills seem all too likely to be realized one 
day.) But the book’s rage and despair are 
diluted here, focusing too much on the 
high-tech gimmickry of the Gamemak- 
ers, who arbitrarily insert obstacles—fire, 
mutant dogs—that further imperil the 
tributes. Although the novel might make 
concessions to the conventions of young- 
adult lit—Katniss and Peeta form two 
points of a love triangle; the third is wait¬ 
ing for her back in District 12—Collins’ 
heroine is, in one of the source material’s 
most gripping sections, perilously close to 
dying from dehydration. That slow, awful 
process is not dramatized onscreen; to 
do so would require an investment in a 
deeper, more existential and lonely terror 
that Ross’ movie refuses to broach.

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CRUDE AND SEXUAL CONTENT, PERVASIVE LANGUAGE, 
DRUG MATERIALTEEN DRINKING AND SOME VIOLENCE 
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opening 

THE DEEP BLUE SEA The Deep Blue 
Sea, the first fiction feature in a dozen 
years from the visionary British director 
Terence Davies, is a film about love that 
in no way reassures that love conquers 
all. Plumbing disquieting depth, Deep 
Blue Sea interrogates the insoluble 
expectations of romantic love: that we 
can or will find every quality that we 
want in a single person. Lady Hester 
Collyer (Rachel Weisz) has left her 
husband, high court judge Sir William 
(Simon Russell Beale)—and a postwar 
life of cultured conversation and posh 
fireside comfort—to live in slummy sin 
with Freddie (Tom Hiddleston), an emo¬ 
tionally immature former RAF pilot who 
survived the Battle of Britain but never 
readapted to civilian life, and whose 
lovemaking has irreparably shaken up 
the foundations of Hester's existence. 

In the aftermath of a botched suicide 
attempt, Hester recalls the events 
that have led her here, establishing 
the pattern of alternating between the 
present-tense drama of Hester and 
Freddie's affair in its final dissolution— 
accompanied by the re-emergence of 
Sir William—and its history. In a richly 
symphonic work, Davies and his cast 
create the rare triangular affair where 
every side of the triangle is drawn with 
equal care and sympathy, where each 
party's hopes—and their disappoint¬ 
ments—are eloquently understood.

21 JUMP STREET The television show 
21 Jump Street, about cops who go 
undercover as high schoolers, debuted 
on Fox in 1987 and ran until 1991. As 
a sign of the progress made since 
the Reagan-Bush era, the mixed-bag, 
big-screen 21 Jump Street mocks the 
program's lethal earnestness with 
retrograde raunch, packing in more 
references to dick-sucking than 20 
Manhunt profiles. The series' coed, 
mixed-race quartet of baby-faced 
police officers has been retooled as 
a white-dude buddy action-comedy 
that announces its cynicism from the 
start. After Schmidt (Jonah Hill) and 
Jenko (Channing Tatum), rookie cops 
who knew each other in high school 
in the mid '00s, botch an arrest, their 
supervisor reassigns them to a new 
detail, described as a project from the 
'80s now being revamped: "All they 
do now is recycle shit from the past 
and expect nobody to notice." Its own 
superfluousness readily acknowledged, 
21 Jump Streettries —and sometimes 
succeeds—^to get laughs from Schmidt 
and Jenko's redo of senior year as 
25-year-olds. Dispatched to infiltrate a 
high school drug ring by Jump Street's 
captain (Ice Cube, hilarious), Schmidt, 
a pariah during his real high school 
years, is, in 2012, tight with today's 
cool kids; Jenko, a thick former varsity 
footballer, must now fake his way 
through AP chemistry. Although they 
bounce well off each other, Tatum, 
in his first comedic lead role, is the 
better performer, both more riotous 
and affecting; Hill, on the other hand, 
relies on the same comedic tics that 
have defined him since Superbad: the 
nervous overexplaining of the under¬ 
confident smart aleck. (R) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

ACT OF VALOR Act of Valor is, accord¬ 
ing to the opening titles, "based on real 
acts of valor," whatever that means. 

It stars real active-duty Navy SEALs, 
and much of it was filmed with live-fire 


ammunition. None of the above works 
to strengthen the muddled movie's dra¬ 
matic narrative, but the film's boasted 
authenticity—including cameos from 
the latest in military hardware—and its 
closing dedication "to all the warriors 
headed downrange in the future" make 
clear the principal aim: This is a lavish 
recruiting tool. After a suicide bombing 
at the International School in Jakarta, 
a sketchily characterized SEAL team 
must deploy to the likes of Costa Rica, 
the Sudan, and Mexico and follow 
the border-hopping conspiracy of a 
Jihadist network led by a Ukrainian- 
born convert to Islam, Abul Shabal 
(Jason Cottle), arranging to purchase 
the latest in suicide-bomb technol¬ 
ogy from his boyhood friend, an arms 
dealer (Alex Veadov). The villains come 
across as individuals rather more com- 
pellingly than do the film's ostensible 
heroes. You might argue that individual 
faces don't matter here, as individuals 
aren't the heroes of Act of Valor so 
much as is the organization, the unit. 
But if this is an homage to teamwork, 
it's no great shake at clarifying how 
the team works. Tactical clarity largely 
escapes Act of Valor: It's all about 
you-are-there adrenaline injections, a 
string of jolts to work up an appetite 
for the real thing. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

CASA DE Ml PADRE Rogue comic Will 
Ferrell recently turned up on an Old 
Milwaukee commercial exclusively 
for the Davenport, Iowa, local market; 
the obvious next career move, then, is 
Casa de Mi Padre, a modern-day tor¬ 
tilla western/telenovela spoof entirely 
in Spanish. Squinting into the middle 
distance with "the eyes of a small 
chicken" and expressively mangling 
hand-rolled cigarettes, Ferrell plays 
Armando Alvarez, dull-witted son of a 
widowed rancher (Pedro Armendariz 
Jr.) whose preferred heir, brother Raul 
(Diego Luna), has turned to drug traf¬ 
ficking, sparking a violent turf war with 
rival dealer Onza (Gael Garcia Bernal). 
There has always been a flamboyant, 
sartorial element to Ferrell's comedy, 
and it's clear that he and director Matt 
Piedmont, a former SNL writer, love 
the melodrama they're parodying: The 
protracted death scenes and abrupt 
musical numbers, the streaming golden 
light, Catholic-Mayan iconography, 
and blood-splattered white roses. 

Casa de Mi Padre riffs freely on impov¬ 
erished production values—phony 
painted backdrops and the reflection 
of the camera crew in a DEA agent's 
sunglasses—but the humor doesn't 
only target south of the border. Like 
any good genre product, Casa also 
smuggles in rude social criticism, as 
when Armando memorably describes 
drug-addicted Americans as "shit¬ 
eating crazy monster babies." (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

CORIOLANUS Updating Shakespeare 
seems doubly condescending, the 
implication being that we need help 
in relating to the text, and that the 
text needs to be made relevant. In the 
case of Ralph Fiennes' adaptation of 
Coriolanus —a knotty tragedy about a 
warrior who refuses to kowtow to the 
perceived inferiors who control his 
fate—the transposition to present day 
is confusing and counterproductive, 
dulling the impact of an otherwise 
fierce, often unbearably immediate 
production. (However remote Rome in 
the 5th century B.C. might be, it can't 
be as disorienting as a modern urban 
sniper fight that culminates in a mano- 
a-mano, "Beat lt"-style blade tussle.) 
What saves the film is actor Fiennes' 
steadfastness to the character of Caius 
Martius Coriolanus, an irreducible 
anti-hero balancing a defiant integrity 
with damning pride. Fiennes doesn't 


understate the general's monstros¬ 
ity—he sports frightful facial scars and 
barks at commoners through exagger¬ 
atedly pursed lips—but his physicality 
complements rather than obscures 
the Bard's blunt dialogue. ("Make you 
a sword of me." "Anger's my meat.") 

As blood rival Tullus Aufidius, Gerard 
Butler's all surface, a beard with a 
Scottish brogue, leaving Brian Cox and 
Vanessa Redgrave to remind us how 
it's done. They make every line seem 
personally conceived, surprising yet 
inevitable, and in the process, reaffirm 
that exquisitely articulated words are 
where the drama is. (R) Eric Hynes.

DR. SEUSS'THE LORAX A computer 
animated 3-D tracing of Dr. Seuss' 1971 
fable. The Lorax concerns a young 
resident of synthetic, plastic-coated 
suburb Thneed-Ville, Ted (voiced by 
Zac Efron), who goes searching for a 
legendary living tree outside the city 
walls. There he encounters a reclusive 
Once-ler(Ed Helms), who narrates 
his own life story: beginning as a 
fresh-faced young entrepreneur, the 
Once-ler's ambition stripped the land 
of pom-pom topped Truffula trees and, 
in the process, turned the Once-ler 
into a caricature Capitalist, to the great 
disappointment of the title's brash, 
mustachioed woodland spirit (Danny 
DeVito). The Lorax is a bizarro version 
of Hugo —like Martin Scorsese's film, 
it encourages children to cleave to 
and preserve the world's endangered 
treasures. But while Hugo teaches the 
value of fantasy and artifice in inti¬ 
mate, human terms. The Lorax piously 
preaches the gospel of the organic, 
holistic world, while relishing in high- 
fructose candy colors and saccharine 
woodland plushies found no-where in 
nature. As in the likes of Yogi Bear, the 
lesson will please or displease parents 
according to their prejudices, while 
the means of delivery are an offense 
that transcends party lines. Par for the 
course in blowout C(3I adaptations, a 
great deal of detail and bustle is gained 
at the expense of charm—for all the 
miracles these armies of animators can 
achieve, they have yet to successfully 
reproduce a humble artist's line. (PG)

FRIENDS WITH KIDS Best friends 
since college, Jason (Adam Scott) 
and Julie (Jennifer Westfeldt) witness 
the misery that seems to dominate 
the lives of their wedded pals who 
have babies—Leslie and Alex (Maya 
Rudolph and Chris O'Dowd), and Missy 
and Ben (Kristen Wiig and Jon Hamm, 
Westfeldt's longtime partner). So close 
that they call each other up at 4 a.m. 
to compare notes on the one-night 
stands sleeping beside them, the two 
late-thirtyish chums, who live in the 
same rent-stabilized Upper West Side 
apartment building, decide to make 
a kid the old-fashioned way—a one- 
time-only act—and raise him together 
but remain uncoupled and pursuing 
other bedmates. This unconventional 
arrangement will resolve convention¬ 
ally, of course, as per the immutable 
laws of romantic comedy, which regard 
single adults as scourges to be cured. 
But further hobbling the march to the 
inevitable that stunts Friends With 
Kids —Westfeldt's directorial debut 
and her third film as writer-producer- 
star—is the frequently weak dialogue 
and forced character epiphanies. 

Even more to its detriment. Friends 
With Kids will remind you of the cast's 
earlier efforts, namely Westfeldt's 
uneven but still tart and precise Kissing 
Jessica Stein (2001) and Bridesmaids. 
The four battle-weary parents in FWK 
are played by actors from that broad 
studio comedy, which nonetheless 


conveyed hilarious insight into the 
horrors of parenting, living single, 
and settling down—qualities missing 
from Westfeldt's small-scale, "indie- 
personal" film. (R) Melissa Anderson.

GONE Taking a cue from her Chloe co- 
star Liam Neeson, a feral-eyed Amanda 
Seyfried relentlessly tracks her sister's 
kidnapper in this wholly preposterous 
and casually sexist thriller, in which all 
female characters are either hysterical, 
victim-prone, both, or hopeless second 
fiddles. (Note: screenwriter Allison 
Burnett is a he.) The English-language 
debut of Brazilian director Heitor 
Dhalia (Adrift) pits .38-brandishing, pill¬ 
popping anxiety case Jill (Seyfried) a 
serial killer survivor who believes her 
sis' sudden disappearance marks the 
score-settling return of her former 
captor against the clock and three 
trailing detectives who think she's 
cray-cray. Gone's high-polish, mindless 
action goes down in a Portland filtered 


through a strained, moody palette of 
queasy blue-greens and gunmetal 
greys; it's ripe for a goofy mash-up with 
the sunny-day satire of Portlandia. Jill 
is clearly on the edge, evidenced early 
on by her flashback-triggering PTSD 
rage during jujitsu self-defense class, 
but Seyfried's delicate stature simply 
can't sell the running, jumping, stab¬ 
bing, shooting, stunt-driving and one- 
liner-delivering ("I'll sleep when he's 
dead.") required of a multiplex hero. 
Mute the bombastic score and there'd 
be no suspense; do yourself a favor 
and shut your eyes, too. (PG-13) Aaron 
Hillis. Countywide. 

HUGO Martin Scorsese's first foray 
into 3-D family filmmaking centers 
on its title character, played by Asa 
Butterfield, a just-pre-pubescent 
orphan squatting in a train station circa 
1930. When not dodging an orphan¬ 
hunting station constable (Sacha 
Baron Cohen), Hugo secretly maintains 
the station's clocks and attempts to 
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fix an automaton, the only keepsake 
the boy has from his late watchmaker 
father (Jude Law). Reminiscent of the 
robots in Metropolis, the automaton's 
hand is built to grip a pen, and Hugo 
has become convinced that if he could 
get that hand to work, it would write 
out a message from his dad. Hugo 
eventually discovers that the automa¬ 
ton was built by a silent filmmaker 
and special-effects innovator named 
Georges Melies—which happens to 
be the full name of the gruff old man 
(Ben Kingsley) who runs the station's 
toy shop. With this revelation, Hugo 
pivots: The boy's attempt to excavate 
his own personal history becomes 
an excavation and celebration of the 
first three decades of cinema history. 
Perfunctorily mounted as a children's 
adventure, the movie is far more suc¬ 
cessful as a barely veiled issue flick 
from Scorsese, the celebrity face of 


film preservation. His most purposeful 
use of 3-D comes in a long, visually 
stunning flashback sequence meant to 
serve as a primer on early cinema. As 
much as Hugo is a sop to box-office 
interests, in using Hollywood's trendi- 
est gimmick to awaken audiences to 
the glory of the past, it's also a PSA for 
Scorsese's personal cause. (PG) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

THE IRON LADY In the first scene of 
The Iron Lady, which re-teams director 
Phyllida Lloyd with her Mamma Mia! 
star Meryl Streep, eightysomething 
Margaret Thatcher is presented as a 
little old lady unfit for the fast-moving 
world outside her hermetic London 
townhouse. The bulk of the movie takes 
place in an even smaller, more airless 
space: the dementia-stricken former 
British prime minister's head. Lloyd's 
film alternates between Thatcher's rich 
memories of her past struggles and 


glories, and her present-day attempts 
to remember the more quotidian 
stuff—like, how to turn on the TV or 
that her beloved husband, Denis (Jim 
Broadbent), whom she sees across the 
breakfast table and speaks aloud to 
all day long, is actually dead. Cutting 
out anything that might complicate the 
film's notion of Thatcher as a working- 
class girl turned plucky housewife 
turned feminist icon turned tragically 
doddering granny. The Iron Lady sug¬ 
gests that arguments against its hero¬ 
ine were always irrational and usually 
knee-jerk misogynistic. Thatcher's 
point of view is well represented; the 
counterargument is merely violence 
and chaos. In the film's version of 
events, Thatcher "fell" because a lone 
civilized woman could not possibly sur¬ 
vive the onslaught of the barbaric mob. 
That Iron Lady presents the historical 
record through aged Thatcher's stream 
of consciousness—an obviously 
biased and unreliable narrator—gives 
Lloyd formal justification for turning 
Thatcher's life into a highlight reel 
in which the PM is put upon by sex¬ 
ist, classist, and/or faceless brutes. 

As for moral justification, you're on 
your own. (PG-13) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide. 

JEFF, WHO LIVES AT HOME It's obvi 
ous that Jason Segel has a face for 
comedy. He's got a lumpy, sad-sack 
mug with a dozen inflections to register 
disappointment, confusion, and self¬ 
doubt. But as the basement-dwelling 
hero in Jay and Mark Duplass' new 
quest movie, Segel works his entire 
posture for laughs. He slumps expres¬ 
sively on the couch, does bong rips, 
and ignores chore requests from his 
exasperated mother (Susan Sarandon). 
He cringes meekly when being scolded 
by his asshole older brother (Ed Helms), 
who at least has a job and wife (Judy 
Greer). And yet Segel has more range 
than simply being a six-foot-four 
schlemiel. Jeff, Who Lives at Home 
is a surprisingly mutable, ultimately 
poignant day-in-the-life drama about a 
slacker who genuinely wants to stand 
tall. "All this randomness is leading 
somewhere," Jeff says hopefully. As in 
their prior The Puffy Chair and Cyrus, 
the Duplass brothers are interested in 
demi-adults in the process of discover¬ 
ing, however belatedly, who they are. 
Accordingly, there are some weird 
emotional shifts in tone in Jeff, a karma 
caper that alternates between Jeff's 
increasingly meandering errand and 
his widowed mother's confusion over a 
secret admirer at work. Yet throughout 
his bungling (and his brother's gradual 
awakening), Jeff has a shambling, 
stubborn decency to him, a trace of 
Lebowski. And when all the characters 
and coincidences ultimately converge, 
it ought not be surprising that the 
Duplass brothers hand out multiple 
merit badges—but at least they feel 
earned. Jeff is not a major film, but it's 
an endearing adventure in hope none¬ 
theless. (R) Brian Miller. Countywide. 

JIRO DREAMS OF SUSHI Tucked 
away in the basement of a Tokyo office 
building, in a drab corridor attached 
to a subway station, the restaurant 
Sukiyabashi Jiro seats only a handful, 
boasts three Michelin stars, and is 
presided over by renowned 85-year- 
old sushi chef Jiro Ono. For tens of 
thousands of yen, you can get a taste of 
the craft he has been tirelessly honing 
since the age of 10. This is, of course, 
a calculus apt to explode the mind of 
even the most casual gourmand, and 
the foodie set is well taken care of in 
director David Gelb's portrait, which 
includes the effusions of a Japanese 
food critic, dutifully nods to the over¬ 
fishing problem, and presents, with no 
small amount of pomp, the outlandishly 


photogenic omakase. Happily, the 
main focus is on the labor, not just its 
fruits. Gelb documents many of Jiro's 
unorthodox methods in the kitchen—no 
family secrets here; just processes 
so cost-inefficient few would dare 
to replicate them. Significant screen 
time goes as well to Jiro's relationship 
with his sons: Yoshikazu, the oldest, is 
in line to take the reins at his father's 
original glorified-supply-room loca¬ 
tion, while the younger Takashi has 
opened a separate (more apparently 
laid-back) branch in Roppongi Hills. 

The best scenes, though, are windows 
onto the other professional associa¬ 
tions the exacting (but far from humor¬ 
less) shokunin has cultivated over the 
years—with "antiestablishment" fish 
and rice dealers, and with his kitchen 
staff, whose grueling apprenticeship 
begins with the painful preparation of 
hot towels. Gelb might flit around a bit 
too much, but his appealing documen¬ 
tary always comes back to its subject's 
determination (sometimes overbearing) 
to leave the most meaningful possible 
legacy to his family and his craft. (PG)

JOHN CARTER With expectations to 
match its obscenely huge budget (an 
estimated quarter of a billion dollars), 
this long-delayed adaptation of pulp 
meister Edgar Rice Burroughs' 1917 
sci-fi swashbuckler A Princess of Mars 
has every right to be a bloated, gutless 
CGI eyesore. What a surprise, then, 
that John Carter —leaden title and 
punishing running time be damned—is 
a lively, visually crafty pleasure. The 
story concerns the late-19th-century 
adventures of reclusive Civil War 
vet and pacifist Carter (Friday Night 
Lights panty-dampener Taylor Kitsch, 
charming but flat), who's inexplicably 
transported to Mars ("Barsoom" to 
the natives) and reluctantly drawn into 
another conflict. Before you can say 
"Tim Riggins in space," Carter acquires 
superpowers, buddies up with a race of 
four-armed, big green men, falls in love 
with the heiress apparent (Lynn Collins) 
of a matriarchal society, and gets a 
dog, more or less. Any action-inclined 
moviegoer has already absorbed 
loads of the extraterrestrial gladiator- 
cum-cowboy trappings of Burroughs' 
Mars series—he published nearly a 
dozen Carter books over 25 years. The 
achievement of John Carter is that it 
takes the elements worn to nubs by 
everything from Star Wars to Avatar 
to TV's Fringe and makes them fresh 
again. Credit goes to director Andrew 
Stanton (WALL-E, Finding Nemo) and 
his co-screenwriters Michael Chabon 
and Mark Andrews (like Stanton, a 
Pixar regular), who have a clear regard 
for Burroughs' pulp ethic, creaky and 
racially suspect as it is (the green 
Martians remain simple-living savages 
compared to the more advanced, white 
humanoid ones), and the smarts to 
infuse it with disarming, condescen¬ 
sion-free levity. Disney's dedication to 
getting maximum bang for its special- 
effects buck deserves mention, too, 
despite the studio having spent enough 
here to, oh, end world hunger. Having 
been a Tarzan kid myself, I can't vouch 
for the movie's fidelity to its source, but 
if you find yourself drawn into the thing, 
it's beside the point anyway. (PG-13)

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film 
from Jean-Pierre and Luc Dardenne, 
Cyril (Thomas Doret), a scrappy 
11-year-old living in an urban orphan¬ 
age, flees school in an attempt to 
track down both his deadbeat dad 
(Jeremie Renier) and the bike he left 
at his dad's house. On the lam, Cyril 
carelessly crashes into Samantha 
(Cecile de France), a hairdresser with 


a shop in Dad's former neighborhood, 
and impulsively asks her to be his 
foster mom. In what plays within the 
Dardennes' understated naturalism 
as a shocking twist, she agrees. This 
tentative new family is threatened 
when Cyril, desperate for male mentor¬ 
ship, falls prey to the manipulations of 
Wes (Egon Di Mateo), a slickteenage 
thug. The second half of the film con¬ 
sists of a fight for Cyril's soul, with the 
straight-and-narrow Samantha on one 
side and the marginal milieu of Wes' 
gang, who lures Cyril into the forest 
on the outskirts of town, on the other. 

In placing an unformed boy in limbo 
between an angelic godmother and 
wolves in the woods. The Kid With a 
Bike becomes a fairy tale. It seems to 
unfold in a different world than that of 
previous Dardenne films, one with a 
wider range of spiritual and practical 
possibilities. It's set in the summer, the 
T-shirted boy moving against a palette 
of primary colors and hazy, warm 
light—the vibe is hopeful. It's still a ver¬ 
sion of the filmmakers' constant inquiry 
into moral consciousness but on a new 
path and with a new destination—a 
tentative happy ending. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

PROJECT X "There's a midget in the 
oven!" is about as inspired as the 
dialogue and set pieces get in this 
queasy-making entertainment about 
a 17-year-old dude's birthday bac¬ 
chanalia. Produced by The Hangover's 
Todd Phillips, ProjectX repackages that 
franchise's skull-numbing hedonism 
without consequences and second- 
nature misogyny for the SAT-taking 
set, while reassuring young men that 
there's no more ennobling purpose than 
to "get high, fuck bitches." His parents 
out of town for the weekend, Thomas 
(Thomas Mann), a meek, overlooked 
senior at his Pasadena high school, 
tries to improve his popularity by host¬ 
ing a blowout—an event aggressively 
publicized by his Queens-transplant 
friend Costa (Oliver Cooper, strongly 
resembling a junior Brett Ratner and 
accurately described by one partygoer 
as "that dick in a sweater-vest"). While 
the rager—presented as the spliced 
"documentary" footage of a friend 
with a camera and hundreds of mobile 
devices—spirals into chaos (a car at 
the bottom of the pool, gobbled-up 
ecstasy), plenty of teenage titties are 
bared, a helpful reminder to adoles¬ 
cent girls that they can grow up to 
be actresses in Hollywood comedies. 
When an avenging pot dealer shows up 
with a flamethrower, the wish is only for 
these little fuckers to be set ablaze. (R) 
Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

SAFE HOUSE In Safe House, Ryan 
Reynolds plays Matt Weston, a junior 
CIA agent assigned to babysit a safe 
house in Cape Town. He's dying to be 
transferred to Paris, where his adorable 
girlfriend (Nora Arnezeder) is scheduled 
to take a job. But his boss (Brendan 
Gleeson) tells Matt he needs to prove 
himself. Then an extremely high-value 
"guest" checks into the house: rogue 
agent Tobin Frost (Denzel Washington), 
who has apparently been trafficking in 
global intelligence secrets for a decade 
and has just survived an attempt on his 
life. He's escorted into the safe house 
by a CIA crew who—to Matt's wide- 
eyed surprise—starts water boarding 
their detainee as soon as he's "safely" 
inside. When the guys hired to kill Frost 
show up and interrupt the interrogation. 
Matt escapes the ambush with Frost in 
tow. Grainy and hyper-saturated. Safe 
House has the distinct look of deliber¬ 
ate "amateur" cinematography, taken 
to its abstract limit by Bourne series DP 
Oliver Wood's handheld, zoom-happy 
camera. Most of the fight and chase 
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scenes register not as action, but as 
blasts and blurs of vivid color. Is this 
accidental or an acknowledgement that 
scrutability is not a paramount value 
of the contemporary action sequence? 
Either way, after one duel, Reynolds has 
a line of dialogue recapping his injury 
to the man who inflicted it. (R) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

SALMON FISHING INTHEYEMEN The 
kind of benign, swooningly humanist 
crowd-pleaser Lasse Hallstrom (The 
Cider House Rules, Chocolat) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, 
possibly does), Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen mostly sacrifices the political 
satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, 
if strained, rom-com shenanigans. 

If you're not getting enough of that 
from network TV, this movie's for you. 
Salmon Fishing, which sets up its 
premise and expectations in the title, 
concerns London fisheries specialist 
Fred Jones (Ewan McGregor), who's 
tasked by the prime minister's flack 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) to export British 
salmon to a Yemeni river at the request 
of a sheikh (Amr Waked) with a jones 
for fly-fishing. The sheikh's real estate 
assistant (Emily Blunt) tags along to 
help and, in the process, entices the 
unhappily married Jones into romance 
and Hallstrom-ian self-actualization. 

The first section of the film deploys 
chipper barbs at the expense of career 
bureaucrats, which is funny and effec¬ 
tive—Scott Thomas, who brings the 
raunch, is particularly good—but once 
McGregor and Blunt start dissecting 
their complicated feelings for each 
other, things turn unexpectedly dire. 
They're a ridiculously attractive and lik¬ 
able couple, but Hallstrom overwhelms 
them (and the lush Scottish and 
Moroccan locations, and us) with his 
customary brand of lightweight heavy- 
handedness. {PG-13) Mark Holcomb.

THE SECRET WORLD OF ARRIETTY 

Although Japanese filmmaker and 
animation virtuoso Hayao Miyazaki 
(Spirited Away) serves only on the 
periphery as co-writer and produc¬ 
tion supervisor, his soulfulness still 
radiates through The Secret World of 
Arrietty, a hand-drawn adaptation of 
Mary Norton's ageless kid-lit series 
The Borrowers, about four-inch-high 
humanoids who live beneath the floor¬ 
boards of those dangerous "human 
beans." Fourteen years old and literally 
knee-high to a kitty cat, inquisitive 
emblem of purity Arrietty (voiced by 
Bridgit Mendler) ventures to the idyllic 
rural home above to forage with her 
somber father. Pod (Will Arnett, playing 
against type). Among her pop's golden 
rules of "borrowing" is that only neces¬ 
sary items that won't be missed should 
be pilfered. Grappling to ledges with a 
fish hook and string, a grand nighttime 
kitchen heist—the front-loaded film's 
most thrilling sequence—yields one 
measly sugar cube.... which Arrietty 
loses when spooked by the gaze of 
Shawn (David Henrie), a giant boy with 
a bum ticker who has been sent to the 
house for pre-op care. Back in the tee¬ 
nier kitchen, anxiety-prone mom Homily 
(Amy Poehler) flips out over her daugh¬ 
ter being spotted by the sickly enemy, 
who is obviously destined to become 
Arrietty's only friend and unspoken first 
crush. Perhaps too fittingly small-scale, 
the story is trouble-free to the point 
that it feels slight, but the animation is 
beautiful, as in a scene when Shawn 
matter-of-factly explains the perma¬ 
nence of death to Arrietty while lying in 
a field that's alive with lush watercol- 
ors.

SILENT HOUSE In Silent House, a 


college-age young woman, Sarah 
(Elizabeth Olsen), is on break and help¬ 
ing her father (Adam Trese) and uncle 
(Eric Sheffer Stevens) renovate the 
remote, no-cell-phone-reception lake 
house where they once vacationed as 
a family. Then Uncle storms off after 
a round of fraternal bickering. Dad 
disappears with the keys after going 
upstairs to investigate a mysterious 
thump—there have been drifters and 
vandals about—and Sarah is left to 
fend for herself, playing hide-and-seek 
in a locked, boarded-up house with 
a half-glimpsed, uninvited guest who 
makes the floorboards groan ominously 
and seizes at her with pale arms 
from out of frame. The hook, as in the 
Uruguayan horror movie it remakes, 
is that Silent House's action unfolds 
in 88 minutes of unedited screen time 
in what appears for all purposes to be 
one continuous take. This plays into 
the contemporary mania among horror 
movies for sustaining a pretense of 
verisimilitude while going one better 
than the much-flogged dead horses of 
the surveillance-camera (Paranormal 
Activity) and found-footage (The Blair 
Witch Project) films. It's an impressive 
feat of choreography, but in single- 
mindedly concentrating on headlong 
"immediacy," reality-horror filmmakers 
have tended to lose, in their rush, the 
indelible image, those moments that 
puncture the mind and leave a fester¬ 
ing wound after the credits roll, the 
transcriptions of nightmares we didn't 
know we had. While Silent House does 
superficially spiff up the haunted- 
house movie, it's not built to last. (R)

THIS MEANS WAR Hostilities in This 
Means War are declared as two work¬ 
mates compete for the affection of the 
same woman. The contested objec¬ 
tive is Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), a 
product tester who decides to apply 
comparative shopping techniques to 
dating. Her would-be beaus, FDR (Chris 
Pine) and Tuck (Tom Hardy), are best 
friends who sit across from each other 
at work. The hook is that their desks 
are in the slate-colored guts of the 
CIA's Los Angeles field office—and 
that the boys will put the agency's 
entire arsenal to work in their pursuit. 
Aside from the high-concept novelty. 
This Means War prefers to keep things 
as familiar as possible. By the time 
the line "Was this some kind of bet?" 
arrives, it's clear that this is timetable 
script writing, plain and simple. The 
familiarity of the material extends to 
Lauren's decision between the well- 
oiled ladies' man (FDR) and the solid, 
dependable type (Tuck). Quite recently, 
Witherspoon was looking at the same 
choice in How Do You Know. But 
where James L. Brooks' great, humane 
film searched out emotional individual¬ 
ity within Owen Wilson and Paul Rudd's 
bad-boy/nice-guy archetypes. This 
Means Wars temperamentally shallow 
director, McG, deals strictly in ready¬ 
mades. Onetime music-video director 
McG has never evolved past trying 
to make every scene "pop"; conse¬ 
quently, he's much more comfortable 
crosscutting between control-room 
antics and date nights than staying 
with intimate moments. But such 
constant, coercive insistence on what 
a rollicking good time we're having is 
inevitably smothering. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

ATHOUSAND WORDS Jack McCall 
(Eddie Murphy) is a glib, motormouthed 
literary agent who's currently devoting 
his shameless hustle to hooking a big 
fish client, nondenominational New 
Age guru, Sinja (Cliff Curtis), while 
Jack's wife (Kerry Washington) and 
child languish in neglect. In American 
screen comedies, the hard-working. 


career-oriented husband is invariably 
set-up for a lesson in What Really 
Matters, and sure enough the credited 
screenwriter here is Steve Koren, who 
has delivered this sort of high-concept 
home-truth fable before, to significantly 
greater effect, in Click. Rather than a 
magic remote control, in A Thousand 
Words (shot in 2008 and long-shelved) 
Jack is visited by a tree that sheds 
a leaf for every word he speaks or 
writes. Sinja, versed in such mysti¬ 
cal matters, advises Jack that when 
the last leaf falls, he will die, and so 
Jack must measure the value of his 
words for the first time, until Murphy 
inevitably screws on his earnest face 
and goes about setting his life right. 

In theory, enforced muteness should 
be a golden opportunity for Murphy 
to rubberface his way through some 
silent clowning, though just one brief 
scene—a therapy session composed 
only of exchanged glances—tallies a 
laugh, thanks to a simplicity that's just 
about absent everywhere else. (PG-13)

THE VOW A young married couple, Leo 
and Paige (Channing Tatum and Rachel 
McAdams), are rear-ended on a snowy 
Chicago night. He's all right, but she 
comes to with no memory of the past 
half-decade. These have been years of 
significant change. Paige remembers 
being engaged to another man (Scott 
Speedman) in law school and prepar¬ 
ing for a suburban life much like that 
of her parents (Sam Neill and Jessica 
Lange) in exclusive Lake Forest. Now 
she's married to a man she doesn't 
recognize, estranged from her posh 
upbringing, and working as a sculptor. 
With no memories to ballast her to Leo 
and their life, Paige gravitates back 
toward the past that she'd jettisoned. 
Although making the least of its prem¬ 
ise by simplifying Paige's dilemma. 

The Vow offers an unobstructed view 
of charismatic performers, playing 
people working earnestly at a rather 
impossible situation. Bullnecked 
Tatum is about as convincing a studio 
nerd as Steve Albini would be as an 
Abercrombie model, but his shy man¬ 
ner around his stranger of a wife is 
touching—throat-clearing line read¬ 
ings that break down to butting his 
head against the immovable object of 
her mental block. McAdams, mean¬ 
while, brings a bright bemusement to 
her part, which refines Paige's crude 
lifestyle choice, as though, having lived 
two stereotyped identities, she's able 
to find the joke in both. Closes with the 
Cure's "Pictures of You" and a chorus 
of sniffling. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

WANDERLUST "There's no one way 
to live our lives," hopes the dis¬ 
placed, adrift couple at the center of 
Wanderlust. Shopping between the 
prefab identity options available to 
them—stressed urban professionalism; 
suburban McMansion soul death; rural 
counterculture—George and Linda 
(Paul Rudd and Jennifer Aniston) are 
looking to find a social model some¬ 
where in America where they can be 
true to themselves and each other. 

And though Wanderlust finally laughs 
off the real discomforting conclusion 
that it's edging toward, it's gut-busting 
funny when mocking their hopeless 
options. Booted out of Manhattan 
by the economy then repulsed by a 
fallback-paycheck opportunity with 
George's boorish, boastful brother, 

Rick (Ken Marino) in suburban Atlanta, 
George and Linda try an alternative: 
the '60s-style Elysium commune. 

It's hard to remember a comedy so 
populated with good character bits, 
including Kathryn Hahn's damaged- 
woman-come-to-shelter, whose flashes 
of anger through her official commune 


mellowness give glimpses of a grim 
personal history ("If I wanted my face 
covered in lies, I would still be in 
porn") and Elysium's resident Alpha 
hippie, played by the chameleonic 
Justin Theroux. There is no comic lead 
working who has Rudd's flexibility, 
and Wanderlust brings out a lurking 
peevishness behind his good-natured 
shrug of a smile, a peevishness that 
gradually freezes into a mask of uncon¬ 
cealed disgust. A really great movie 
might have followed the implications 
of that disgust—there's no running 
away from yourself—but the questing 
Wanderlust ultimately retreats into is a 
conservative, prefab identity of its own: 
It is, after all, an Apatow production.

THE WOMAN IN BLACK A ghost Story 
set in a never-clearly-defined era 
(the fashion suggests Victorian, the 
automobiles Edwardian), The Woman 
in Black aids in the reanimation of a 
cadaver: the long-moribund produc¬ 
tion company Hammer Films, rebooted 
in 2010, The movie, featuring Daniel 
Radcliffe's first leading role post-Harry 


Potter, also helps keep at least one 
career from meeting an early demise. 

If director James Watkins' second film, 
based on Susan Hill's 1983 novel, is 
about as scary as the haunted house 
your big cousins made in the base¬ 
ment, Radcliffe, as widowed lawyer 
Arthur Kipps, at least gives a moving 
portrayal of grief. Still inconsolable 
four years after his wife died during 
childbirth, Arthur, whose bereavement 
has been affecting his work, bids his 
son goodbye and takes a train from 
London to the northeastern marshlands 
of Crythin Gifford to settle the estate 
of Mrs. Drablow, a recently deceased 
local eccentric.

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Occupy Sherwood Forest? 

Maverick Theater’s production of the Robin Hood saga is a parable for our times

T he buzz around the Maverick The¬ 
ater’s production of The Legend of 
Robin Hood is that it’s “not your 
grandfather’s Robin Hood.” And sure 
enough, this retelling of the story of one of 
Western literature’s greatest anti-heroes is 
a far cry from the 1938 film starring Errol 
Flynn as the swashbuckling, wise-crack¬ 
ing rapscallion who gleefully plundered 
from the rich and gave to the poor. 

There’s plenty of swordplay (in fact, a 
little too much) in this production, con¬ 
ceived and directed by Nathan Makaryk, 
as well as humor, thieving and a pinch 
of wealth redistribution. But that, along 
with several characters pulled from the 
plethora of Robin Hood adaptations 
over the years—Friar Tuck, Little John, 
Will Scarlet and Lady Marian—is about 
all this intriguing tale shares with most 
past efforts. This is a far darker, morally 
ambiguous and complicated version, 
which has been around, in one fashion 
or another, since at least the 14th Cen¬ 
tury. And while it’s still set in Sherwood 
Forest during the 12th-century reign of 


England’s Richard I (he of the lion heart), 
Makaryk seems just as concerned with 
using the folktale as a metaphor for con¬ 
temporary America than in wheeling out 
a pedestrian play starring men in tights. 

No, it’s not Occupy Sherwood Forest. 
But the clash between the wealthy and 
their political cronies against the long- 
suffering working stiffs who, thanks to 
oppressive taxation, have lost their homes 
and spun into ragtag groups living off the 
grid, doesn’t seem too far removed from 
America in 2012. And how can a poor 
man stand such times and live in the days 
before unemployment insurance and wel¬ 
fare? He turns to crime. 

The story begins almost as a bromance. 
Robin of Locksley (Frank Tryon) and his 
best pal, William (Michael Keeney), are 
hardened soldiers on a mission from their 
liege, who is off fighting infidels in the 
Holy Land. Military transports to Richard 
have been cut off by bandits in Sherwood 
Forest, and Robin and William carry a 
letter from the king advising the Sheriff 
of Nottingham to do whatever it takes to 


ensure the supplies make it through. 

After being waylaid by a couple of 
youthful bandits (who are no match for 
soldiers), the two split up: William sets off 
to deliver the letter, while Robin, who is 
nursing a wounded leg, stays in the forest 
to try to calm the bandits. In Nottingham, 
William gets caught up in political strata¬ 
gems, while Robin slowly realizes that the 
bandits, who have never killed anyone, are 
actually just poor peasants driven from 
their homes due to excessive taxation. 

Since that taxation stems from the 
king’s orders, both William and Robin are 
in a tough spot. Neither likes the idea of 
the sheriff sending men into the forest to 
capture and kill the forest people, but each 
also realizes that these aren’t criminals 
per se, just people scrambling to survive. 
Robin suggests that instead of robbing the 
military transports, the bandits target the 
wealthy since they can afford to lose some 
stuff. This starts the rumor mill, and soon 
Robin and his men are perceived as altru¬ 
istic do-gooders, sticking it to the man for 
the people. 


The reality is far different, and it’s 
Robin’s and William’s struggles between 
obeying the law of the land and help¬ 
ing impoverished peasants that supply 
the main thrust of the story. There are 
no clear-cut heroes or villains. Even the 
sheriff (a delightfully tormented Glenn 
Freeze) feels for the peasants, but as an 
obedient servant to the king, he’s forced 
to ratchet up the taxes. Only Guy of Gis- 
bourne (a malevolent Scott Keister), the 
sheriff’s enforcer, seems comfortable 
wearing the black hat, though even he is 
fueled by thoughts of political aspiration 
rather than sheer malice. 

The cast is uniformly excellent, with 
standouts Jaycob Hunter as a so-intense- 
you-want-to-smack-him Will Scarlet; 
his paramour, Elena, a spit-fiery Sabrina 
Zellars; and Larry Creagan’s Teddy-Bear- 
with-a-bad-ass-stick Little John. In the 
main roles, both Tryon and Keeney skill¬ 
fully straddle their conflicting allegiances 
between king and country, as well as 
to the people and the land. As a writer, 
Makaryk deserves high praise. This is a 
very thoughtful, well-developed play that 
doesn’t support one cause. There are no 
polemics here; every character is flawed, 
every argument has some merit. And, 
most insightfully, it’s usually when the 
players do something they think is right 
that all hell breaks loose. 

Too many clunky swordfights that 
rarely propel the action and an over¬ 
reliance on musical underscoring (which 
tells, rather than shows, something actors 
are charged to do) tend to stall things and 
add to an already-longish show (it clocks 
in at about two hours and 30 minutes). But 
the play never fails to entertain, and even 
though the plot sometimes gets a touch 
too convoluted, it remains a significant 
achievement. It doesn’t deconstruct Robin 
Hood or high-concept the story. Instead, it 
reveals these characters of folk legend as 
very real people, swept up and stirred by 
the political and economic circumstances 
of their time, trying to make sense of the 
turmoil they find themselves in. 

And ain’t that America, for you and me?

D errick C. Brown is our local literary scene's 
wordsmithing rock star, whose "act like 
a band and hit the road" approach to poetry 
promotion has found the former paratrooper 
touring the world and opening for bands such 
as Cold War Kids, the Decemberists and the 
White Stripes. In 2010, Brown created a simi¬ 
lar cross-pollination paradise at home with 
Long Beach's Lightbulb Mouth Radio Hour, a 
weekly live-radio variety show that featured 
musicians, humorists, poets and writers in a 
Prairie Home Companion-s\>/\e format that was 
later made available as podcasts. By the end 
of the year—just as the show began to gain 
momentum—Brown pulled the plug. But this 
past February, Lightbulb Mouth returned. With 
a new format, a new venue and a new night, 
this new non-"radio hour" Lightbulb Mouth is 
in it for the long haul. 

OC Weekly; Why did you decide to bring 
back Lightbulb Mouth? 

Derrick C. Brown: I always said that if I 
brought it back, it would only be once a month 
and I wanted to change the format. I wanted to 
do a literary show that was fun for people who 
weren't necessarily into books. It could be a 
space for them to get into books. 

But you're moving to Austin soon, right? 
Yeah, I wanted to kick it off—reinvigorate it. 
Long Beach needs it. Not that it needs me, but 
the town needs a place where authors can 
have a blast together and the audience can 
enjoy themselves, even if they don't write. 

A lot of your writing outreach involves 
music. Do you think that's necessary, oris it 
just how you like to do things? 

I think it helps bring more people together. 
And since writers are best served in large 
crowds—they move more books that way— 
it's a good way to expose people to writers 
they might not have heard about before. I like 
everyone pollinating one another's scenes. 
Weren't you in a band, too? 

I was the singer in a band called John 
Wilkes Kissing Booth, and we were signed 
to a shitty label for a long time. I think there's 
something wonderful about being so raw in 
music, but it's irritating in writing. You can 
get lost in a guitar melody, but it's hard to get 
lost in a capella lyrics, which is essentially 
what prose is. You're so locked into someone 
reading their work that if it's shitty, you feel it 
times 10. It's a very naked art form.

T o hear him tell it, at 92 years old, 
renowned Indian sitar master 
Ravi Shankar is just now enter¬ 
ing his prime. It is, he says, the eternally 
rejuvenating power of the raga that 
keeps him alive and kicking. 

Shankar has been an illustrious name 
since the mid-’60s largely through his 
association with George Harrison and 
the Beatles, whose music was pro¬ 
foundly influenced by Shankar’s mastery 
of the Indian classical raga form; his 
appearance at the Monterey Pop Festival 
and at Woodstock in 1969 further spread 
the impact of Indian traditional music 
throughout the Western worlds of pop, 
rock and jazz. (He’s equally famed these 
days as the father of singer Norah Jones 
and sitarist Anoushka Shankar.) 

These days, to see Ravi Shankar 
onstage is to witness a young old soul in 
a very pure state of transformation. One 
wonders where his head, heart and soul 
are when he’s in the midst of his art. 

‘T feel the notes,” he says from his 
home in Encinitas. ‘T can play with 
them, all the rhythmic varieties and the 
little ornamentations. Most of all, it’s a 
joy to find out new things; it makes me 
happy to improvise, to try something I’ve 
never done before and do it successfully” 
The raga is an ancient music that 
combines elaborate rhythmic and 
melodic structures with the individual 
improvisatory skills of players. There are 
morning ragas, afternoon ragas, evening 
ragas, all imparting a mood and, Shankar 
says, a “personality.” 

“In the beginning,” he says, “my 
music is like a prayer, with a lot of that 


divine sort of feeling, that supreme 
feeling—or seeing a different world of 
colors and beauty.” He laughs. “It’s very 
difficult to describe.” 

But then comes the showing-off part. 

“Like all musicians, we want to 
demonstrate the technical contest,” he 
continues. “From the very beginning of 
this very simple song, we’ll go fast and 
very fast. As with any other good music, 
it’s the world of speed and variety and 
rhythmic fun.” 

Harrison called Shankar “the Godfa¬ 
ther of World Music,” a reputation that 
sprung from his almost single-handed 
PR work for his country’s traditional 
music, starting with tours of Europe and 
America in the mid-’50s and collabora¬ 
tions with Western classical and contem¬ 
porary musicians such as violinist Yehudi 
Menuhin, flutist Jean-Pierre Rampal and 
composer Philip Glass. While his time 
spent with artists of the West indelibly 
marked the way he heard his own music, 
his experience at the Monterey Pop Fes¬ 
tival presented a bit of culture shock. 

“It was just the beginning of the hip¬ 
pies, with beards and beads and patchouli 
and things like that. I was charmed to see 
all these beautiful people, young people 
giving flowers and things—peace. But 
then there were the big rock groups, and 
I have a little problem with really loud 
sounds; sitting near the stage with the 
loudspeakers, it was affecting my heart!” 
he says, laughing at the memory. “I 
almost choked, crying, and I told them, T 
cannot perform here, I’m sorry, please!”’ 

But the promoters persuaded Shankar 
to stay and play at an afternoon perfor¬ 


mance two days later. “They fixed it for 
me specially so that there was no one 
before or after, and that performance 
happened to be so wonderful and so 
inspired,” he recalls. “It was beautiful.” 

Shankar’s presence at Monterey and at 
Woodstock a few months later wielded 
a major impact on many of the rock and 
pop musicians in attendance that day, as 
had Shankar’s music and spiritual devo¬ 
tion deeply moved Harrison. 

“George was a very good student,” 
he says. “But he was involved with so 
many things that he didn’t really have 
any time to sit and practice sitar. What 
he did was listen to me and my thoughts, 
my expressions; he got the spirit of ragas 
and our music. And he was so interested 
in our religion: He loved the old Vedic 
philosophies, the way we conceive God 
or whatever. But apart from that, he was 
the dearest friend; he was like a son, like 
my younger brother, friend, everything, 
and I miss him very much.” 

Shankar has a lot of living to do. 
Where is he going, and what will he find 
when he gets there? 

He sighs in a restlessly contented way. 
“I’m 92, and my mind is not changed: 

I feel just as I did at 16,” he says. “The 
body has its own issues, of course, but 
I’m writing as much as I can, and I still 
like to perform. I want to keep doing the 
really important things.”

Hot, Sweaty, Cathartic 

An ever-changing live show reflects 
Saint Motel’s need to be different

I t wasn’t surprising AJ Jackson, lead 
singer and guitarist for Saint Motel, 
returned our call while on the road 
somewhere—if touring is what’s keep¬ 
ing bands going these days, the LA rock 
quartet, perhaps following the lead of 
acts such as the latter-day Flaming Lips, 
prefer to take it even further with theme 
shows, multiple videos and more. What¬ 
ever happens Friday at the Observa¬ 
tory, Jackson will enjoy it to the fullest. 
“We just want our concerts to be a hot, 
sweaty, cathartic experience,” he says. 
“And taking things out of the expected 
has been a good way for us to do that.” 

Taking their show on the road means 
they may take some ideas and perform 
them more than once, but there’s always 
room for change. Jackson explains, “We 
did our video piano idea for a while; 
when we started, we decorated the stage 
as a living room for a bit.” 

The biggest challenge, Jackson 
says, is overcoming mundanity. “We 
are four guys who have a pretty 
standard instrumentation,” he explains. 
“Sometimes, I tend to write off a band 
unless they have a weird element such 
as a midget singing soul music or a fire¬ 
breathing bassist. We are banking on the 
quality of our songs and hoping they have 
a lasting quality that transcends the hip 
trend of the moment.” 

Unsurprisingly, Jackson and company 
aim to do more than make a visual splash. 
The breezy “Honest Feedback” is their 
newest song as they work toward a full 
debut album; Jackson describes it as 
“retro sock-hop pop,” noting that the 
lyrics were the hardest part to nail down. 
“I wanted to put the concept of ‘Honest 
Feedback’ in an absurd setting,” he 
says. “It took a while to get that right. I 
like where it ended up, though.” 

The relative delay in that full-length 
effort, with two years and counting 
between their debut EP, ForPlay, and the 


present, might seem like the result of the 
band concentrating on live presentations. 
But Jackson prefers to think of it as an 
outgrowth of a creative process that twisted 
and turned as a result of their particular 
path. “I guess, for us, it’s trying to find the 
perfect process. It’s been a constant journey 
to create our music,” he says.

Saint Motel have recorded in studios 
and bedrooms. “One misconception might 
be that the bigger, more expensive the 
studio, the better the sound. Sometimes, 
you’ll get your best sounds from a 
hotel bathroom with a chintzy little 
microphone,” Jackson says. And then, 
again, there’s that need for change. “I think 
it’d be tough for us stick with one aesthetic 
for too long. It’d feel like a cover band if we 
weren’t adding our own spin to a sound.” 

Whatever happens next. Saint Motel 
seem more than happy to keep on the 
road—in more ways than one—to reach 
that desired goal. And sometimes, 

Jackson notes, it’s with amusingly 
unexpected results. 

“A couple of days ago, in Pittsburgh, a 
church next door to the venue was picking 
up our performance signal over the PA. 

A church employee came over and let us 
know people were looking around inside 
the sanctuary, trying to find out where this 
rock & roll music was coming from. That 
was pretty fun—two shows at once!”

H ip-hop culture has always intersected 
with youth activism for Santa Ana- 
based rapper llloheem. His interest in 
rhyming grew as he started taking part in 
organizing the historic 2006 pro-immigrant 
high-school walkouts in OC. Now in his 
early 20s, llloheem is a published author, 
speaker and performer. His lyrics remain as 
pensive, passionate and political as ever, 
giving hip-hop a new dimension as the lan¬ 
guage of the undocumented and unheard. 

OC Weekly; When did you first get into 
hip-hop culture? 

llloheem: I was about 11 years old. I had 
a cousin, and he would hang out with some 
friends who would just sit down at night 
and bust cyphers. Everybody would take 
turns around the circle and rhyme. They 
would ask me, "Okay, what do you have to 
say; what do you feel?" I did like hip-hop 
music, but that was my first experience of 
trying to rhyme myself. 

You became a published author under 
the first Barrio Writers program in Santa 
Ana. How did that experience shape how 
you approach writing rhymes? 

Around that time, I had left DC Irvine 
because I couldn't pay for it anymore. I 
found myself back at Santa Ana College; 
[people at the school] reached out to me to 
be part of the program. I was able to interact 
with local youth and hear their inspirational 
stories. It shaped the way I wrote because 
I was able to express myself to a whole 
different audience. I was talking about 
being undocumented and the civil-rights 
movement that we're still fighting for. As an 
undocumented person, to put myself out 
there, that was a really powerful experience. 

Speaking of which, DREAM activism has 
shaped a lot of your work. Tell us more about 
a newer song of yours, "Joaquin Luna: (Death 
of a Dream)," about an undocumented Texas 
teen who committed suicide last year. 

Man, that week in November, when I 
saw the article in the LA Times, it hit me 
hard. I stayed in my room all weekend, con¬ 
templating what this youth went through. 

It resonated a lot with me because when 
I left school, to me, it was dropping out of 
school. I didn't know I was going to go back 
to school. I myself have been in a situation in 
which I became depressed to the point [that] 
I thought about suicide. It's an issue that no 
one likes to talk about. "Joaquin Luna" was

an expression of that—and not the only one, 
as there have been many who have taken 
that step because of circumstances and 
social pressures. Feeling like I had been in 
that situation, I began to write as if I were 
him. It was a real emotional experience to 
write that piece. Now that I've shared it a 
couple of times, a lot of undocumented stu¬ 
dents have begun to talk about creating sup¬ 
port circles and talking about those issues. 

You give workshops on hip-hop as a 
culture of resistance. How does hip-hop 
function for you in that manner? 

In the workshops, we have been going 
to high schools in the summer, talking about 
what oppressions we're facing and how 
our words are powerful enough to convey 
our stories. I've talked to youth in junior 
high school, and within two hours, they 
were sharing and creating poems about the 
oppression and obstacles they face. To have 
that type of engagement in a classroom set¬ 
ting is very powerful. That's how I've been 
able to [teach them] that hip-hop is not only 
a tool that is used to convey a message of 
struggling all over the world, but also a way 
to convey our message, organize and relate 
to one another at the local level. 

What does 2012 hold for you? Are you 
looking to put out an EP or formalize some of 
the tracks you've been working on this year? 

I've been recording a set of pieces under 
the title "III Eagle." I have another set that 
talks about different things, such as war 
and recruitment in high schools. I'm going 
to be working on different music, some¬ 
times anonymously and sometimes under 
my rap name "llloheem." I'm looking to col¬ 
laborate with local groups to put out music. 
Definitely this year. I've been recording 
more music than any other year. Hopefully, 
all these projects get off the ground.

I was recently advised to begin reading your 
column by my therapist. I am a 21-year-old 
male and a senior at an Ivy League school. 
Despite my academic success. I've battled a lot 
of stuff in the past few years: anxiety, depres¬ 
sion, substance abuse and porn addiction. It's 
quite a load of shit to try to wade through, but 
I honestly feel I'm getting better. 

About sex: Before I even knew what I was 
really doing, my fantasies involved being sub¬ 
jected to the erotic whims of a powerful female. 
I've tried to hide my interest in "submission" 
from everyone, including potential and some¬ 
times briefly sexual partners. Only recently 
have I begun to address this directly. I feel it 
is, broadly, an issue of sexual orientation that 
requires something similar to a "coming out" 
process. But while there are resources out there 
for gay people who are coming out, I have no 
road map. I have told a few friends, but I don't 
think it's necessary to reveal all this to my family. 

I cannot have a fulfilling sexual experience 
unless my desire to have a tilted power dynamic 
is understood and indulged, and I don't think 
romantic love is possible for me without this 
part of me being accepted and appreciated. 
What I would like to do is seek out sexual part¬ 
ners who would be compatible. But when do I 
bring it up? I have this dread of that moment on 
a date, perhaps a first kiss or whatever, when 
things are becoming unambiguously physical. 
WTF do I say? Should I try to get involved in a 
BDSM "scene"? Date "normal" people? Online 
personals? I don't want to try to have sex again 
without it being known or understood. It feels 
like pretending, and it sucks. 

Seeks Understanding Baba 

Generally, if it’s something that gay, straight 
or bisexual people can all do—such as erotic 
power exchange (bondage. D/s, BDSM, 
etc.)—then I consider it a sexual activity, not a 
sexual orientation. 

Which is not to say that submission and/ 
or BDSM can’t be hugely important to an 
individual, as much about self-conception as 
it is about sexual expression. But you don’t 
have to come out to friends and family about 
being submissive—you don’t have to tell them 
about the stuff that turns you on—in order to 
fully accept yourself, get out there, and date 
and find a nice girl who wants to subject you 
to her erotic whims. 

Now, I’m not saying you can’t or shouldn’t 
tell people other than the women you date 
that you’re submissive. You can be as open as 
you wanna be—say, with friends you feel com¬ 
fortable telling everything—but the only peo¬ 
ple who absolutely, positively need to know 
about your desires are your sex partners. 

So how do you find a partner? Date vanilla 
girls? Trawl online personals? Get involved 
in the BDSM scene in your area? Yes, yes and 
yes. Get involved in the BDSM scene and take 
out a kinky personal ad, and maybe you’ll 
meet a nice, dominant girl who wants a sexu¬ 
ally submissive—and Ivy League-educated- 
boyfriend. At the same time, date girls you 
meet during the normal course of your daily 
life, just as any other single guy. After she gets 
a chance to know you, but before she’s too 
invested and/or smitten, discuss your kinks 
with her. This is not a tearful confession. Your 
kinks are a selling point; they’re something 
that makes you a more interesting sex part¬ 
ner. If you open up to a vanilla girl after a few 
weeks—and some good vanilla sex—and she 
runs screaming, she wasn’t the right girl for 
you. (And if she blabs to her friends about 
you, you may get a call from a friend of your 
ex who is the right girl for you.) 

Don’t marry the first dominant woman 
with whom you play, or bail on the first 
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strictly vanilla girl with whom you hit it off 
A dominant woman you don’t enjoy spending 
time with outside the bedroom isn’t someone 
you can realistically spend the rest of your 
life with; a vanilla girl who really likes you 
may get there—she may discover that she gets 
off on being in charge—if you’re patient and 
attentive to her sexual interests.
